PROPAGATION REPORT 


Kobus, ZS6KOB, reports that this past week has been marked by extraordinary 
unexpected happenings as far as sun activity is concerned. This is once again 
proof of how unpredictable sun activity really is. It is also proof that, during 
weak conditions, excellent opportunities for DX can occur. “Keep those radios 
on” is not so far fetched! On 31 October the sunspot number went over 160 
- the second time in a week. On Thursday the sunspot number was 86,9. It 
has remained reasonably stable over the last couple of days. Sun activity was 
very high on 3 November with solar winds between 321 and 416 km/sec. Stormy 


conditions are possible on 6 November. On 7 and 8 November conditions may 
improve as a result of influx of corona mass towards earth
